Just across Thornton Court, immedi: | 


ately east of the strip of property which || 


shuts off the Macdonald hotel from Jasper 
avenue, the Dominion Government has 
under lease the Blowey-Henry block, in 
which are located the land office, the tim- | 
ber office, and the customs offices. 

Dominion lands and timber offices will 
close when the province takes over con- 
trol of the natural resources. But the cus- 
toms department will continue to maintain 
offices in the city, as will the other 
branches of the federal administration 
which carry on services in all the pro- 
vinces. 

In the logical course of events the Do- | 
minion Government will some day erect a 
building of its own in Edmonton, as it | 
has done in other cities, in which to house 
the customs and other federal services 
which will have to be carried on here per- | 
manently. No better or more fitting site 
for such a building could be found than | 
the eastern portion of the property which 
it is proposed that the National Railways 
secure in order to provide proper sur- 
roundings for the Macdonald. 

Just across Jasper avenue from the 
property in question the National Rail- 
ways occupy rented quarters, for ticket 
and telegraph offices. etc. In the normal 
course of things the National will some 
day put up a building of its own in which 
to house these offices. And no better site 
for that purpose could be found than the 
western part of the strip of property in 
question. 

The plain facts of the situation are 
that the National Railways and the Do- 
minion Government between them will 
need that property as sites for office 
buildings, and will in course of time buy 
either that or other property — certainly 
for more money than it would cost today. 

Edmonton's claim that the northern 
portion of Block X should be secured by 
the National Railways, or by the Railways 
in conjunction with the Government, is not 
in the nature of a demand that the Rail- 
ways or the Government finance an im- 
provement for the betterment of the ap- 
pearance of down-town Edmonton. The 
property is prospectively needed by the} 
Railways and the Government, as a loca- 
tion for office buildings, and it should be | 
bought now as a matter of business fore- 
sight. | 

There would be ample room on this | 
strip of land for an office block for the 
Railways and a departmental block for 
the Government, with space for carrying 
out an ornamental scheme which would 
be in keeping with these and with the 
hotel. The new buildings could be so con- 
structed and so located that they would 
not mask the hotel, and that they would 
add to rather than deract from the setting 
of that splendid structure. 

With the two. office blocks planned to 
conform to the architecture of the Mac- 
donald, and located with judgment, the 
three buildings would form an imposing 
group, detached from other buildings, and 
set amid attractive surroundings; and lo- 
cated exactly where the Railways and the 
Government agree that their offices should 
be located, since they are now renting of- 
fice quarters as close to that location as 
they could be got.

Athletics

The problem of modern athletics is not to limit 
them but to lift them to the level of ancient Greek 
athletics 

It is the height of superficiality to say that high 
intellectuality and hearty athietic enthusiasm are in- 
compatible 

The highest high-brow could hardly ask a deeper 
devotion t things of the mind than marked the 
ancient Greeks, and yet here arc 
some of the things that John 
Adams Scott, distinguished Greek 
savant of Northwestern Univer- 
sity, recalls in a recent article in 
St. Nicholas. 

The Greeks gave first rank and 
chief honor to their athietes. 

Homer. first and fairest poet of 
Greece, was unmashamed to say 
‘A man wins no greater glory so 
long as he lives than the athletic 
victories he gains with his hands 
and feet.” 


Glenn Franks 
Pindar. the most elevated poct of Greeve, remains 
in our memory in forty-four poems and songs, each 
of which sing: of somg victory at the Greek games. 


One of Pindar’s songs celebrated the victory of an 
athlete from the island of Rhodes, and the fellow 
citizens of the athlete had the song copied in letters 
of gold and placed in a temple. 

The only device for preserving 2 reckoning of the 
years generally accepted in ancient Greece was the 
calendar based on the athletic victories at Olympia. 

There remains a full list of the winners of the 
200 yard dash for 996 years, and an almost full list for 
200 years more. The great Aristotle once devoted his 
distinguished mind to the revision of this list when 
it covered about 509 years. Imagine what the modern 
ge would say if Albert Einstein or Robert A. 

should take time out to compile and verify 
the records of football for the last twenty years! 

When a Greek athlete won the title of Olympian 
Victor, a mighty celebration greeted his return to his 
home town, the leading poets, whose writings are now 
taught in our universities, composed songs to him, 
great choruses sang them, a statue was erected to 
his achievement, and for the rest of his life he was 
accorded rank as first citizen, given a front seat at 
the public festivals, and often coins were minted in 
his honor. 

But the Greek games were not desecrated by crass 
commercialism or made the occasion for gambling 
orgies: they made for democracy, self-control. honesty, 
patience. and temperate living on the part of the 
Participants. 

These are the objectives of sound athletics!

Protein foods furnish the most important material for building and re- 
pairing the body cells. When more protein ts used than is mecessary for just 
this, the remainder may be converted into energy. The most important pro- 
teins are the Jean muscular perts of animals, birds and fish; also milk, cheese, 
nuts, and the legumes. Some of these are a little more 
difficult to digest than others, the most easily digested 
being the almost pure proteins, such as Jean meat and 
skimmed milk; The more difficult ones are those which 
are mixed with other food substances, such as the nuts, 
which contain large quantities of fat, and some also 
large quantities of starch, and the legumes, such as | 
peas, beans and lentils, which contain large quantities
